"I »lo not rtovlso, or jtivo or be- 
ouoaili anything to niiy of the chil- 
dren of Mrs. Anna M. Bradley." is 
th<> language of the will.. "I don't 
think any child or children born to 
Mr?. Anna Bradley i.s or are mine, 
but. neither such child or children is 
or is not. I expressly provide 
that 
neither or any of them shall receive 
anything of my estate. 


"I Imve never married Anna 
M. 
Rradley and never intend to.. If she 
should pretend that any such relation 
ever existed between us to 
justify 
such Inference I direct my executoi 
-'to contest any claims of any kind she 
may present and I direct that she 
receive nothing from my estate." 
The 
testator 
bequeaths all 
his 
nroperty, valued at about $75,000 to 
his two Children by his 
first 
and 


second wife, Alice Brown and 
Max 
Brown.

inherited are Arthur, aged seven, and, 
Mark, aged three years.

ANNAPOLIS, Dec. 21.—A 
mob 


numbering twenty-five or thirty men 
broke down the door of the Annapo- 
lis jail at an early hour today, took 
out Henry Davis, the negro who on 
last Friday criminally assaulted Mrs. 
John Reid (white) near Inglehart's 
station and lynched him. Davis, 
who also was known by the name of 
Chambers, confessed his guilt before 
being put to death. 


Little or no resistance was offered 
to the mob by the officers 
at the 
jail and nbne whatever by the pris- 
oner. 
The negro was dragged by the 
mob from the jail to a vacant lot on 
College Creek, a quarter of a mile 
distant, where he was strung up to 
a limb of a tree and half a Jozon 
bullets fired into him. He is thought 
to have died instantly. 


As the body was being let down 
some one cried out "Another white 
woman is avenged." 


On the way to the place of execu- 
tion members of the lynching party 
kicked and 
cuffed Davis whenever 
oportunity was offered. His body was 
loft lying under the tree which "had 
served as the gallows. It was viewed 
by hundreds during the day. 
Later 
a coroner's jury was empanelled and 
after hearing the testimony of wit- 
nesses returned a verJict of death at 
the hands of parsons unknown to the 
jury.
